eo;ae Three Years before ay birth and there aet ay Father and shortly efter they 
were parried, ay Mother was also born in Sweden at the place of Saaaland Jyngajopiai 
u*.il. _.>-..to.' ao uo xli on uw <-> v^ay yf «J*uU**/ ana ratner ma corn on the 1st 

of ICov caber 13 53.. 

As v/8 were very poor ay bringing up was not without aany hard strugels and 
at ti_a©3 had to ex est upon whet ever we could get to live on. 

As- we had no hoae of our owen we were moowing froa one place to' another, 
always living in the moat siaple plases there could be found, ju3t so we could 
have a shelter, ~ 

When I was about jj t/2 year of a*;©, Father, bought a Land on which he build 
our firat hoae consisting of only one little room and a place to cook in. 

"Then I was 8 years of age I started to go to 3chool, it was a little Co.i.atry 
School v/here we were all in one rooa. . . 

At the age of 10 yearB I got a job herding Geea, I tel you it ?/as a lively 
job and at.tiaes the Gees got the best of ae as they could Fly and I could not, so 
it was rather hard for ae to keep up with them. 

At the a^e of 1 1 I got a job herding Caws.*, I had that job for 4 years , froa 
about the 15 of April to the 1st of November each year, the winter Month's I would. 
£0 to School, 

At the age of 14 I was released froa School, and recieved ay Confirmation as 
it was called, I now was to russel for ay self both Winter and Suaaer, out away " " " 
froa hoae among strangers all the tiae, 

My Father and Mother was members of the Luteren Church, and-as such I was 
also a Luteren, but froa the tiae I recieved ay Confiraation I was never inside 
a Church doar as the Bocteren thought in the Church; did not apeel to ae. 

At the age of about 20 1/2 year,^ I got'Married to a 'Daughter of Jens Christian 
Christesen and Juliane Christeaea. her Name was Anne pet rine Marie, she was born 
in Heraeated Eanaark on the 15 of February 1855. «. 

In the year 1S82 on the 15 day of August we became Members of the L.D.S. Church 
and as such became an outcast of our folks and friends. 

• In the year 138? on the 6 day of August, I together with 5 of ay Children bid 
farwell to the Land of ay Birth and started on our Jorney for America. leaving ay 
7.if e and 2 Children behind ae. with the expectation of sending for thea later. 

TTe left our hoae in the City of Aalborg on a sterner which took us to Xopenhage 
and efter about one day stop over there for to get things in order so we could go 
on our jorney onmoleated, another, sterner took us from Kopenhagen to Hul England 
there we came in land efter be«a there„over ni^ht^ on_ otir ship .and got on the Train 
which took ua groa Hul to Liverpool, here we was' for 5 days, then '. got "on ! the Ship - 
Yoaing a big Steemer and efter 11 days on the Atlantxck we came to Hew" York here we 
had to have our baggets examend and then was taken from the steemer Yoaing to anothe 
steeaer which took us ta-Norfolk, here we had the- first priyilige of seting our 
feet on the American soil, walking, from the Harbor where we landed to the station 
where we got on the train which took us "to Denver, where we had to change Train's 
.and this Train took ua to Utah, land arived at ProyO on the night between the first 
and the Second of September, there I had to part with my oldest Daughter Christine 
as she was to go to Logan to a Family there who had helpt us with dollars for our 
Emigration, the rest of us staied at provo over night sleeping on the f lor in the St 
Station, in the morning when we got up and out-side I saw the greatest sight Of 
my life , veing the high Mountans right by the City, it was grand in deed. ! 

At about 10 in the fornoon we boarded another train which took us to Nephi 
here again I had to bid farvel to another one of ay little Daughters Minnie who was 
to go still further with a Missionerywho had also helpt ae with a little money to 



Smljreat for, Minnie was only 3 years of aje , Christine was not yet 10 years 
of a^i as her birth-day v/ould not cone before the 8 of December » 

At :iephi a Sister of nine who lived at Ephraim Sanpete County, together with 
her Husband vas there for ae, and we trayeld by team about J5 ails and landed at 
Sphmim at about 1 in the norninj, I had now J- of my Children with me the oldest 
one about 6 1/2 year old and the youngest 5 years of aje, I staid at Ephrim for about 
E weelca working on the Trasinj-Machine for which I was paid in wheat, while there I 
had che jreat plasure of recievinj SljO. by the help of a jood Brother by the Name of 
Jensen. as a lone to send to my wife to eai create for, and this money was aent at once 
I was now Oinj about ?JOO. for ay Emijresion for my self and Family and' it was 
for me to see and jet a job of some kind where I could jet Money so to pay this back 
as soon as j>osaible, and as I heard that I could get work at Salt Lake City ' where 
I could jet Money for the work so I thought there was where I would have to go. 

A man who lived at Ephrtia named Hansen was "Joinj to Salt Lake with Two team3 
and I jot the chance to" 'go with him levinj my Children with ray Sister , I was lucky i 
in je^inj work at once and workt there for about 6 week r a , I then went on the -a 
Railroad where I staid until Cristmas and then came back to Salt Lake ajain.the rest 
of the winter did not go very jood, . '.'-"'■ 

In the spring I got me a Tent and started to make adobis and done fairly well 
on the 21 at of Hay I had the plasure to ajain meet my 7ife and Children that I naa 
left in Lanmark some 9 month's before , but in sted of her and Two Children 'She had 
Three as one was bam some Three Month's efter T left there . 

*7e now had 3 chilwen. the time went on wi« we aon» i'iu* , the Daughter which 
■.rant to Lojan we had jot back but the one who. went with the Missionary w^ had not 
yet jot back, a week, efter my Tife came J went efter the Three Children that I had - 
left with mi Sister, we now had them all exept Minnie that had wont with the His si one 
she was out in Glendale Kane County a lonj way's from where we were . 

In 13? 1 about the first of "ovember we started out on the joenyrui- GrlwiJai* 
with a little teas that I had jot me , not been used to travel I did not know what 
wis required on a trip like that as there was some ^iles to go over mountana 
throujh Canions and deserets, one day we got on a ronj road there had been a cloudbur 
th« road was wased away and jainj throujh this waaa I brook *the roach of ay wajon 
there was planty of Seders close by but I had no ax th out them dowrr with, si I had 
to use my pocket -kaif e and as such I set to work to cut a Seder' tree down with 
my knife it waa a slow job but 'I^ot it efter a lonj tidius job , in about two 
days we were on our way ajain and as we were joinj alonj we met a man on Horse-back 
he told. us that we were on a wrong 'road but as we did not dare to 10 back over that 
wasaut ajain , wa tried to make it with out and as such we went alonj ah old trale 
jot to an old dujway and over it we came down into the valley in which Glendale -- 
wa3 located and found the place where our little Daujhter was , efter stopinj there 
over nijht Wt§ went some "6" miles furthere down the valley to a place called Mountcarm 
to wiset with some people that we know and while there w« were induced to buy a - « 
Kous and lot and stay there " as we were told it was a »ood place for a poor man

.Text sprinj efter I' went back to Draper where -w« had -stored our tjinga and came 

bactc about the middle of May , on the 1} day of April' "that spring we had our Family 
increesed by a little Daujhter .that was born on that date, ?>•» 

on the latter part pf "ay and firat part of June we had one of perhaps our; 
jreatwst tryils come over u3 , as w» lived for '2 days without any foodstuf at all 
w*, lived on jreen Alfalfa and a weed known by the name of pije-wede, all we had 
was salt, in the year of '13<?2 we^left this plase as I could not make a liveinj there 
and came back to Monroe Cevier County there we rehted'a farm and was there one year 

Te then came back to Redmond Cevier County was there one year this was in the 
time known, as the Gr over Cleveland times. a time that will never be forgotten. 

*t« then left there in the Month of Septersberl 8°4 and located at Spanisfork Utah 
County, was there for about two years, and then aoowed into salt la',ce city, lived in 
the First' Tard, in l£9iJ, we went out to Sandy where I bouth a 10 Acee of land later 
on ir.craesed it to 2CAcrea and then to 40 Acres, while there in the year our 
Family was ajain increest by a little Girl which was born on the 17 day of July, 

In the cprinj of 1<?Ctwe moowed to Deseret, located on a School -Sextion about 
T Mils west of Hinkly. That same Summer in the Month of 'September we left there 
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landed at Shelley on the 23 of October, rented a fan 
Bute, was there for Two Years , in the winter of 1r$ , =*-*n«

Boilers j;ot out of coaision and the wirles-tillephone got out of collision so we 
could nether recieve nor send word anywhere ,when we got to Liverpool, they thought - 
we ^ere lost so they saidefter aday or two in Liverpool I together with 12 others 
took £he train for Grimsby, and there we got on the Stsener for Exberg Danmark, and 
from there on train to Kopenha^en, Crosin^; the Store-belt and Lille-3elt on Fairis 
Ariyec- at Xopenha^« n on the 11 day of February, efter Two days stop-ov®r there I 
-•as sent to the City Of Aalbor^; the head-quarters of the Aalbor^s Conference, I then 
was apointed to labor in the Frederikeha v n' s Brance , to preside over $he brance, 
I was" there for 1C 1/2 Month's, was then Apointed to preside o v er the Coraference 
which position I held for 5 Month's, I was then released from that Conference and 
Apointed to &o to Norvey to preside over the Thronhjem Conference, I was there for 
10 ::onth' s, when I was released to go home, on ay way Home I went through Denmark 
"isitin^Friends and reletivs, le v inj Eanmark at esberg , £oini from there by Steeme 
to 3rimsby England and then by Train from Griosby, to Liverpool, where we was for 
about 4 day3, while there visiting everything of any interest , I also went throu 
the Slumsof Liverpool, which was indeed an Eye opponer as the condition that existe 
in those places, the Jorney over the Atlantick was fine altho many was called 
upon to feed the fi3isand waa very sick, we landed at Montriall and there horded th 
the Train for home in Cgica&o we had a stopover for 'some 4 or 5 hours, and then 
from there to Salt Lake Cityefter about Two days I left on the Train for Shelley my 
hoae arived there on the 4th of May , Liking 10 days in 23 Month's from the time 
I left there , 

Tnen I arived home we were brock and had to 3tart anew , in the Month of '6 
Se-jt ember , that same Summer Namly the Year of , I started a Shoe Repairing 

Shop , and was doin- fine Build me a home , and prospered for some time, then on 
the" 22 day of March 1?1? My TTife died , and things comenced going to peece3for me 

Ayear later Icomenced getin^ on a^ainbut was unsuccesful in where I invest 
my money , the last I had was spent in or on a Mine, so -in 1?22, I lost all I had 
z'then went to California was there for about 15 Month's, came back to Shelley for 
about, Two Month's, went to Salt Lake City , was there for about Two Month's came to 
:-jden was there for a. little bether then ; Three Years , went to Huatsvill Utah,., 
was there for little better then Two Years , Spent one Summer at Lo^an , Cam* to 
Shelley in the Fall of 1^0 .' and am still here ., ,
